During the present week the Daily has received liter- 
ature and correspondence from many Socialistic socie- 
ties. Whether these societies desire to enlist our sym- 
pathy aud co-operation in their behalf we cannot say. 
One point however has cropped up in this deluge of 
correspondence which is worthy of comment. 

In tha postscript to a letter which we received from 
the secretary of a local society, a plaintive and some- 
what amusing stateineut is made. The ofiicial in ques- 
tion says in part, "Please do not mention my name as 
I am engaged in many public duties and so many people 
connect Socialism with crime, murder, anarchy, and 
plunder generally." It would appear from this that the 
Socialists suffer from the idea that a misconception ex- 
ists in the public mind with regard to what Socialism 
stands for. 

It may have been true in the past that Socialism was 
frequently confounded with anarchy but that such a mis- 
conception could exist in the mind of auy undergraduate 
of a university like McGill is an absurd idea. There is 
however one misconception about Socialistic doctrine 
which is widely prevalent and that is the idea, with 
which the Socialists of the past were undoubtedly im- 
bued, that equality in all things was the desired Utopia 
to be striven for by members of the party, cult or what- 
ever you choose to call it. 

Socialism nowadays stands for harmony, co-opera- 
tion, and a community of interests, as the Socialists 
see these matters. In addition to this, of late years, the 
general trend of Socialism has also been along lines 
working for the immediate reform of conditions preval- 
ent in many countries of the world, conditions which 
are also recognized as objectionable by more conserva- 
tively minded people. 

Whether the Socialists' vision of a co-operative com- 
monwealth will ever be realized is not for us to predict, 
but we can say that a clear understanding of Socialism 
and its aims is undoubtedly necessary to the student of 
modern economic conditions.
